The broadcast urged Europeans 
to stock up with two months’ sup­ 
ply of food and for each European 
to buy $20 worth of gold to drain 
France’s gold reserves, 
Tough French troops moved into 
Algiers, Oran and other cities 
Friday as a precaution against 


new violence. But most Moslem 
and OAS killers are becoming ex­ 
pert in the art of assassination. 
In Oran, a plastic bomb wound­ 
ed the daughter of Moslem Mo­ 
hammed Ben Ahmed Friday.

RR Merger 


Is Opposed 


By Union 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The pro­ 
posed $5.5 billion merger of the 
Pennsylvania and New York Cen­ 
tral railroads—which would be the 
biggest corporate marriage ever— 
has been denounced as "cata­ 
strophic” by representatives of 23 
railway labor unions. 
The two giants of eastern rail 
transportation Friday announced 
plans to merge and form the na­ 
tion’s lith largest corporation — 
unless barred by their stockhold­ 
ers or the federal government. 
The Railway Labor Executives’ 
Association, representing 24 rail­ 
way labor organisations, reacted 
Friday night by labeling the plan 
"the most catastrophic proposal in 
its potential effects upon the fu­ 
ture welfare of the nation and the 
railroad industry itself.” The rail 
unions fear loss of jobs and mem­ 
bers in a merger. 
A merger would form a 20,009- 
mile rail network stretching from 
Boston-New York-Washington (o 
Chicago and St. Louis, by far the 
largest system in the nation. Beth 
lines now are running in the red. 
and 
a merger was expected 
to save upwards of $100 million 
a year in costs. 
The merger application will be 
filed with the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission (ICC) ’’proba­ 
bly within 30 days.” 
Stockholder Approval Expected 
Stockholder approval is expected 
at the lines’ annual meetings in 
May. The new corporation would 
be named "Pennsylvania New 
York Central Transportation Co.” 
The biggest hurdles are expect­ 
ed to be needed approval by the 
ICC, which must judge if a merg­ 
er is in the public interest, and 
possible tough anti trust scrutiny 
by the Justice Department. 
The Justice Department said in 
Washington it was “too early to 
tell” if Its anti-trust division 
would take a hard look at the 
proposed merger. 
The ICC, however, has looked 
with favor on four mergers—none 
approaching the size of the New 
York Central — Pennsylvania—in 
the past two years to help the fi­ 
nancially troubled industry rise 
out of its red ink.

HUARAZ, Peru (U P I)- 
Provincial authorities to­ 
day ordered the immedi­ 
ate removal of all resi­ 
dents from the Huaylas 
Canyon area, where heavy 
rains last night heightened 
already-ominous threats of 
repetition of Wednes­ 
day’s 
disastrous 
a v a- 
lanche. 
Officials feared that a thaw in­ 
duced by the rains might send 
precariously poised masses of ice 
thundering down the slopes til 
towering Mf. Huascaran, where 
thousands of Peruvians perished 
Wednesday. 
At one point of particular dan­ 
ger, an estimated 10,000 tons ol 
water had accumulated in a dip 
in the ice, forming a lake with 
an extent of more than an acre 
Ice control chief Miguel E. Pi* 
zarro had stationed glacier watch­ 
ers equipped with Fourth-of-July 
sparklers and blank pistols to 
warn hill dwellers of any shift in 
the ice masses. 
Health Minister Eduardo Wat­ 
son, who returned Friday night 
from a fact-finding tour of the 
area devastated by Wednesday’s 
tragic snowslide, estimated that 
it took a toll of at least 3,800 
lives and caused more than It 
million damage. 
Watson said no one in the doz­ 
en settlements swept away by 
the avalanche escaped death. The 
300-odd survivors were persons 
who were away from their homes 
I for one reason or another when 
the slide — 6 million tons of 
[snow, stone and mud — roared 
down the mountainside at milr- 
a-minute speed. 
Watson told newsmen that 2,750 
acres of farmland were wiped 
out by the avalanche. 
Relief supplies were pouring 
into Huaraz, but authorities here 
said there is little need for them 
because so few residents of the 
disaster area survived. 
The government proclaimed a 
state of emergency in Yung ay 
Province, largely isolated by the 
slide, placing ail police and other 
civil authorities under military 
control until the area is cleared. 
An 
immediate problem con* 
fronting authorities was posed by 
the plight of the town of Yungay. 
whose 20,000 people were left 
without drinking water by tho 
avalanche. 
Efforts to reopen the road to 
Yungay were frustrated by a 
mass of mud too deep to be 
cleared away by bulldozers. En­ 
gineer* estimated that it might 
be three weeks before the road 
could be reopened.
